tello resolution rognrding tho tillepoil orasuru 
of inscriptions ttnd dischargB ol Union vet- 
erans nt Norfolk navy yard was before tba 
bouse, Friday. Tho naval committee ittd re- 
ported 11:1 amendment extending thf seopa 
ol' tbi> resolution so that it would f/iku in the 
acts oC former Republican ollicialh, es- 
pecially of Senator Mabono's trnnsiicLiORs 
in connection with tho yard. This was re- 
sisted by tho Republicans, because they suid 
they wanted to amend tho amendment and 
tlie previous question had been demanded, 
thus shutting oK tho amendment. Upon 
tho Democrats insisting 
on nutting the

committee, 
tho 
Republicans 


filibustered and a call of tho house was or- 
dorod and tho sergoant-at-ormg directed, to 
bunt up absent members and bring them 
before tho bar of tbo house.

ReeJ moved to dispense with f urtbor pro- 
ceedings under tho call, and called atten- 
tion to tho full attcndancs of raomb-jrs. Ho 
pleaded for free discussion, claiming that no 
barm over camo from free discussion of lo- 
gitimato propositions. 


A running debate then ensued lietu-eon 


Rood, Herbert and Hewitt, Rood claiming 
the ri^ht to debate tho amendment, and the 
oihors"insi.,ting that there was nothing to 
debate until tho ' information called tor in 
the resolution had been received. 


Finally Heed's motion was votod down 


and after a .short time of waiting tho sor- 
geant-at-aruts brought to the bar of the 
hous.> Sowdon, Riggs aud Binguam. Tho 
excuses furnished by these runaway mor.i- 
bei-s created cousiderablo men-im'jnt but 
wero doomed satisfactory nnd they wore ro- 
leasod fioni custody. Farther proceedings 
under the call was dispensed with and the 
previous question was ordered. Tho next 
half hour witnessed tho most exciting po- 
litical debate of the session. 
Boutulle, opou- 


i:ig his speech upon tho resolution culled at- 
tention to the fact that tho lirst logislutivu 
act ot the house had beuu tho passage of a bill 
removing tho political disabilities of an 
i>x-Uonfedci-ato who waited 
mo:-o 
than 


twenty years boforo discovering a. desire to 
bo placed iu tho lino ot eligibility to an ap- 
pointment under tho executive department 
of tho United States. In contrast with this, 
ho had been tauntingly informed that fifteen 
minutes of time was an amplo allowance in 
which to present tho case of tho outrageous 
dismissal of disabled veterans of tho 'Union 
army from tho employment of th'.' govern- 
ment, and tho obliteration, debasement, and 
removal of inscriptions coumieuioriitive m' 
tlio success of the Union army. 
Ho trusted

than any

ofl'or.. Ho had found evidence that since 
tho -ith of March, ISSj, there lind boon re- 
peated and systematic removals from the 
positions in "which they wero placet! of 
ofllcors of the government of wounded and 
disabled veterans of tho republic to mako 
place for the men who had sought to 
destroy it. 


Ho deemed that a fitting matter to call tn 


tho attention of tbo houso and country. 
Tho attempt whenever made, and by whn- 
ovoi- made, to sot up tho plea that thv 
tearing down of tho loyal memorials of tlio 
war was demanded by any broad so:iii- 
nient 
of patriotism, 
was 
based 
on 


absolute sophistry. 
If 
tho 
time had 


come, or should come, to obliterate tho 
great memorials ot the robellion, tho monu- 
ments of tho rebellion itself should lie first 
torn down. He had a list of great nuirblu 
monuments growing up all ever this land to 
perpotuntu the cause o£ treason and rebellion. 
Ho had a description of a monument erected 
in Georgia, bearing inscription breathing 
anything but a spirit ot loyalty to this 
government—bearing; on its face cvideinco 
of the design to perpetuate tho memory of 
the attempt on tha life ot the republic. 


Two years ago when tbe house was con- 


sidering an appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
the Now Orleans opposition the people down 
there who wore so anxious to have Union 
memorials obliterated wero erecting a monu- 
ment thirty foot high to Robort E. l.ee, tho 
cbief—tho military head oC tho rebellion. 
There was no justice in tho claim that u 
broad patriotism required tho obliteration 
ot tho records of tho grandest triumph over 
mado for humanity siuco Erst the morning 
btars sang together. [Applause on tho 1U- 
publican side.] 


Wiso of Virginia, replying, was glad to 


inform tho gentleman from Maine that thi 
drv-dock at Portsmouth had never been de- 
stroyed; that no cannons with inscriptions 
nlleged to havo been obliterated, 
bad over 


been in tho yard, and the man who was dis- 
charged had never boun in the Union army 
—had never been within 1,000 miles of n, lino 
of battle—had never heard tho music of 
rninio bullets. Tho Confederate appointed 
in his placo, was appointed after a competi-

If I mistake not he was the lirst in the 
country who declared, some fifteen years 
ago, that tho time had come for peace, and 
that the bitter memories of tho war should 
bo removed.
